NIP VOWS 

to carry 
on after 
sacking 

OWEN Paterson has vowed 
to continue to serve North 
Shropshire and his country 
after losing his post as Envi¬ 
ronment Secretary. 

Speaking on Tuesday the 
MP said the past 24 hours 
had been a roller coaster 
ride. But he said he would 
remain in government as a 
back bencher. 

Mr Paterson said his time 
in both opposition and in 
the government had given 
him huge experience. 

“I spent 14 years in op¬ 
position, including three 
years as shadow Northern 
Ireland Secretary and, once 
in government, two years as 
Northern Ireland secretary 
before my time at Defra. 

“I have a pretty clear idea 
of how this country should 
go in the future and will be 
speaking up from the back 
benches. I will continue to 
serve my constituency and 
my country as an MR I wish 
Liz Truss all the best in her 
new role.” 

He said the countryside 
and countryside issues re¬ 
mained a top priority to 
him. 

“There are 12 million peo¬ 
ple who live in the country¬ 
side and I will continue to 
promote their interests.” 

The north Shropshire MP 
said his new freedom meant 
he would have more time to 
devote to his constituency 
and said he was already able 
to now attend more events 
this weekend.

FORMER COP ON 
23 SEX CHARGES 


A 79-year-old retired police¬ 
man denied sexually abusing 
children when he appeared in 
crown court this week. 

Griffith Barker of Primrose Lane, 
Oswestry, is charged with 23 historic 
offences relating to a boy and a girl, 
who he is said to have abused in a 
“sustained and systematic” manner. 

The offences are alleged to have happened 
when Barker was serving with Merseyside 
Police. They include gross indecency, indecent 
assault, indecency with a child and attempted 
rape. 

The trial in Liverpool heard a recording of 
one of Barker’s alleged victims, who is now a 
middle-aged woman, as she gave an interview 
to the police. 

She said: “It started with a lot of kissing.

Not the right sort of kissing if you know what 
I mean. It seemed to be all the time. Every day 
with no breaks. I remember feeling suffocated. 
I just knew it wasn’t right. 

“He used to say to me ‘its normal, don’t get 
upset’. He then started saying things like ‘it’s 
our secret, you won’t see your mum again if 
you say anything’. He was a police officer. I 
suppose I didn’t realise at the time but as I got 
older he was so plausible. 

“He was also really, really cruel. He had a 
nasty streak, very hurtful things, he used to 
say. He was saying I’d like it.” 

The woman, who said she began being sex¬ 
ually abused when she was just three, added: 
“We had to look at magazines. Pornographic 
magazines, although I didn’t know what they 
were at the time. I remember being sick and 
gagging.” 

Barker was charged after another victim, 


now a middle aged man, made a complaint to 
police over various forms of sexual abuse tak¬ 
ing place when the defendant was a policeman 
living in Knotty Ash. 

The man says the abuse happened when he 
was between the ages of six and 12, describ¬ 
ing it as “snatched opportunities. A rub here, 
a fondle there.” 

He also said Barker committed the offences 
while wearing his uniform, describing the feel 
of Barker’s police uniform as he abused him. 

He said: “I remember he had his police uni¬ 
form on, the trousers. I remember the fabric 
was real thick black material.” 

The former police sergeant categorically de¬ 
nied the allegations. Giving evidence he was 
asked by his barrister, Kim Halsall, whether he 
had got the boy to perform a sex act on him as 
well as other incidents decribed by his alleged 
victim, now a middle aged man. 

He answered “no” to each question.

Reprieve 
as station 
doors to 
stay open 

WELSHPOOL’S police sta¬ 
tion has escaped the threat 
of closure after plans to put 
more bobbies on the beat 
were unveiled. 

Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Crime Commissioner Chris¬ 
topher Salmon said he has 
reviewed the future of eight 
stations in Powys and has 
decided to keep Welshpool 
open. 

Mr Salmon said he will 
also keep Newtown Sta¬ 
tion open, but will close 
Knighton, while the future 
of Crickhowell and Hay-on- 
Wye is still uncertain. 

He said he decided to re¬ 
view the future of Welsh¬ 
pool Station in a bid to have 
“more bobbies and less 
bricks”. 

The move will allow him 
to have 30 new officers on 
the streets of the county. 

He said: “I want to prior¬ 
itise our spending on bob¬ 
bies not bricks. The estates 
strategy will help ensure po¬ 
lice officers can be seen and 
contacted in line with the 
public’s modern needs and 
wishes. Welshpool Station 
will be retained. It will en¬ 
sure that our communities 
receive an effective, efficient 
and professional service. 

“With some of our many 
buildings being expensive 
to run or under-used, the 
strategy will mean a wise 
use of public money. 

“Front line services will 
be prioritised with inno¬ 
vation in the use of build¬ 
ings and technology. We’re 
looking at solutions such as 
sharing spaces with partner 
agencies and organisations.”

Teacher's death from 
alcohol was "accident' 
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by William Tomaney 

A TEACHER who died after drinking a lethal 
amount of alcohol did not intend to harm, let 
alone kill, herself - a coroner has said. 

Jacqueline Little, 59, of Hampton Fields in Oswest¬ 
ry, was found dead in her living room at home on the 
morning of April 5. She was found by her father who 
she lived with in a kneeling position, facing the floor. 

An inquest in Shrewsbury 
heard a post mortem carried 
out following the death had 
found Miss Little had a level 
of alcohol in her blood that 
was high enough to cause 
death. 

Mr John Ellery, coroner 
for Shropshire and Telford 
& Wrekin, said Miss Little 
did not intend to harm or 
kill herself and concluded 
she had died as a result of an 
accident. The cause of death 
was acute alcohol intoxica¬ 
tion and left ventricular hy¬ 
pertrophy - the thickening 
of the muscle at the left side 
of the heart. 

During the hearing, 
her brother Julian Morri¬ 
son-Little revealed his sis¬ 
ter was “very secretive” and 
had only told medical pro¬ 
fessionals and a friend about 
having a problem with al¬ 
cohol. He added, however, 
Miss Little’s friend thought 
she was “on the up” and 
said: “It was an accident but 
a very sad accident.” 

Mr Morrison-Little added 
he wanted to emphasize the 
“positive side” of his sister, 
who loved tango dancing. 
He said: “She was a doer, 
she went out there and got 
on with it and she was never 
happy unless she rose to the 
top.” 

Mr Ellery said: “This 
death was the unintended 
consequence of drinking al¬ 
cohol. I have heard no evi¬ 
dence that she wanted to 
harm herself, let alone kill 
herself. I conclude she died 
as the result of an accident.” 


Football 
teams play 
as tribute 
to Danny 

A TRIBUTE football match 
has been staged in memory 
of a man who died after be¬ 
ing stabbed. 

Players from Chirk AAA 
FC took on a team from 
Oswestry Town FC in hon¬ 
our of Danny Jones, from 
Chirk, who died after being 
attacked with a replica Lord 
of the Rings sword during 
an argument at Oak Street 
car park in Oswestry last 
year. 

Staff from the British 
Ironwork Centre helped or¬ 
ganise the match on Friday 
night in Mr Jones’s memory. 
His mother Lisa McNeil has 
joined the firm’s anti-knife 
crime campaign, Save a Life 
- Surrender Your Knife. 

Mrs McNeil and her hus¬ 
band Lee McNeil attended 
the game along with many 
relatives and friends. 

She said: “ “Danny was a 
big Manchester United fan 
and we are really grateful 
for everyone’s support. 

“We need to try to stop 
these killings happening.” 

Mr Jones’s killer Richard 
Reece is serving a 12-year 
jail term for manslaughter.

AN OSWESTRY company 
is to team up with former 
peace envoy Terry Waite 
to bring work experience 
people from Africa to the 
county. 

Mr Waite, who is presi¬ 
dent of Llangollen Eistedd¬ 
fod, called in at the British 
Ironwork Centre en-route to 
this year’s event at Llangol¬ 
len showground. 

The former special envoy 
to the Archbishop of Can¬

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Paterson said he 
was looking forward to spending more time in his 
constituency as the fall-out over his sacking by the 
Prime Minister continued this week. 

Mr Paterson lost his position as Environment Secretary- 
in a cabinet re-shuffle announced on Tuesday. 

As Mr Paterson returned to the backbenches, he was philosoph¬ 
ical about the move, pledging to continue to

Campaigners are

FARMERS waved farewell to Owen Pater¬ 
son as Environment Secretary by praising 
his relationship with the local agricultur¬ 
al community but animal rights activists 
were quick to put the boot in. 

David Mills, chairman of the Shropshire 
branch of the NFU, said: “Some of Owen’s 
radical views found favour with the farm¬ 
ing industry, but sadly not with the rest of 
the electorate. 

“We knew his time would be limited and 
so did he and he tried to do as much as pos¬ 
sible in a short time. 

“People didn’t take to the idea of the 
badger cull and he was fiercely behind the 
fact that it was the only way to control the 
exploding problem of TB. Overall he did a 
very difficult job, as you can’t please all the 
people all the time.” 

Within moments of his sacking animal 
rights campaigners were putting the boot 
in. 

“The badgers have outlasted Owen Pat¬ 
erson,” was the gist of the crowing on so¬ 
cial media - heavy on references to culls 
- taunting the North Shropshire MP over 
the issue which has, to many, defined his 
time in office. 

It was Mr Paterson who had overseen the 
attempt to put the brakes on the spread of 
bovine TB, at a cost of around 2,000 badg¬ 
ers. 

It was a move that was widely supported 
by farmers not by environmentalists. 


campaign on rural affairs. 

And he said he was looking forward to 
spending more time in north Shropshire, 
starting this weekend with a string of en¬ 
gagements already booked in. 

He said: “There are 12 million people 
who live in the countryside and I will con¬ 
tinue to promote their interests.

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs, which he oversaw, also 
came under fire for its handling of the re¬ 
cent floods. 

It is believed Mr Paterson lost his post 
despite furious lobbying of the Prime Min¬ 
ister by supporters in Westminster in a 
last-ditch bid to get him to change his mind. 

Mr Paterson was seen leaving the Prime 
Minister’s office - but when asked about 
the reshuffle, he said only: “Busy day at 
Defra.” 

Mr Paterson served as Shadow Secretary 
of State for Northern Ireland from 2007 
until 2010 when he was appointed to the 
cabinet with the same portfolio under the 
Coalition Government. He was moved to 
Defra in 2012.

And when 
I heard about April’s story that inspired me 
to do something.”

Specialist units 
saved from the axe 

SPECIALIST units for 
children with additional 
learning needs in primary 
schools in Mid Wales have 
been saved from the axe. 

Powys County Council’s 
cabinet voted through a 
council officer recommen¬ 
dation that it should not to 
proceed with the closure of 
the pre-school assessment 
centres nor specialist units. 

In February the council 
announced that it intended 
closing all 18 specialists 
support centres for chil¬ 
dren with additional learn¬ 
ing needs based within 
primary schools, as well 
as four pre-assessment 
centres, from September 1 
this year. 

But now the council has 
said it will not close any 
units at this time. The 
initial proposals sparked 
anger from parents.

Banned motorist passed 
10 vehicles at red lights

A driver being chased by police overtook a line of 10 vehicles and 
went straight through red traffic lights. 

David Michael Davenport admitted dangerous driving and wept in the dock 
at Mold Crown Court when he thought he was going to prison. 

But Judge Niclas Parry told him that he would suspend the 10-month prison sentence 
for a year. Davenport, 31, of Bron y Waun, Chirk, was banned from driving for two years 
and ordered to take an extended driving test. Mold Crown Court heard how he drove 

- another man s car because the owner was 

too drunk to do so. 

But he was a banned driver, had no in¬ 
surance, he failed to stop for the police and 
drove dangerously as he tried to get away 
from the police. Judge Parry told him that 
within weeks of being placed on a commu¬ 
nity order for driving while disqualified, he 
was at it again. He had been involved in a 
prolonged incident of dangerous driving in 
the Wrexham area. 

The case was aggravated by a shocking 
record - the judge said that it was his third 
conviction for driving while disqualified 
and he had 11 previous convictions for 
driving without insurance. 

He was also placed on supervision and 
sent on a thinking skills course, and given 
a two-month tagged curfew. 

Prosecutor Richard Edwards told how 
the defendant was seen driving a Ford Fi¬ 
esta with passengers on May 20. He turned 
in front of a police car at a junction in 
Ruthin Road, Wrexham, at excessive speed 
and went through a red light. He did not 
stop and overtook 10 stationary cars and 
went through the lights on red. 

Andrew Green, defending, said his client 
had been to the police to say he was the 
driver but was initially not believed.

Five in prison over brawl 
at pub night for charity

FIVE Welshpool men involved in an affray during a fancy dress Chil¬ 
dren in Need fundraising party at a pub have been jailed. 

Judge Niclas Parry, sitting at Mold Crown Court, told them that they had 
“behaved like wild animals”. 

The court heard how one man needed five operations and metal plates had to be inserted 
in his head after he suffered a fractured skull when he was struck with a golf club. 

But it was accepted by the prosecution that none of the five defendants were responsible 
for that blow. The injuries were said to have been inflicted by a man who went to defend 
- the victim by striking his attackers - but 


Work on new 
footpath to 
get started 

OSWESTRY is to get a new ‘Green Way’ 
footpath and cycle way, alongside its herit¬ 
age railway line. 

Work will begin soon on Shropshire 
Council and Cambrian Heritage Railway’s 
plans to construct a cycle and pedestrian 
route along the Oswestry section of the 
Oswestry to Gobowen railway line. 

The route will initially run from Maes- 
bury Road industrial estate to Coney 
Green, and initial site clearance work is set 
to begin this autumn. 

The new ‘Green Way’, which is being 
funded by central government, will link in 
with the wider Oswestry cycle and pedes¬ 
trian route network. 

Claire Wild, Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
member for highways and transport, said: 
“It will provide safer and more convenient 
links for Oswestry’s commuters, offer im¬ 
proved access to the area’s schools, and 
serve as a leisure facility for local people.” 

Initial site clearance works were orig¬ 
inally planned to be undertaken earlier 
this year but were postponed as it wouldn’t 
have been possible to carry out the work 
prior to the bird nesting season. However, 
it is anticipated that the works can be now 
be completed early in the autumn. 

Discussions are ongoing between Shrop¬ 
shire Council and Cambrian Heritage Rail¬ 
way about the construction, infrastructure 
and maintenance of the Green Way. 


also struck the victim on the head. 

Defendants Matthew Burns, 22, of Bron 
y Buckley, Welshpool; Sam Williams, 20, 
of Gungrog Hill, Welshpool; Liam Nicoll, 
21, of Brookfield Road, Welshpool; Joshua 
Parry, 21, of Gungrog Hill, Welshpool; and 
Callum Mann, 18, of Borfa Green, Welsh¬ 
pool, all admitted affray at an earlier hear¬ 
ing. 

Burns was jailed for 18 months, Wil¬ 
liams, Nicholl and Parry for 16 months and 
Mann for 12 months. 

The incident happened at The Dolphin 
public house, in Llanymynech, on Novem¬ 
ber 16 last year. The defendants were part 
of a group drinking in the pub. One got on 
the shoulders of another and they were 
pushed away. An incident then developed 
where glasses were broken and people were 
punched and kicked. 

Simon Mills, prosecuting, said violence 
erupted outside and it was during that in¬ 
cident that a man named David Kynaston 
was struck to the head with a golf club. 

Judge Parry told them that it was the 
kind of “mindless, unprovoked drunken 
street violence” that blighted the lives of 
those living in small communities. 

“You entered a small village pub, serv¬ 
ing the community, which was that night 
holding a charity night. That evening was 
ruined because of your appalling behav¬ 
iour. The function had to be abandoned. 
You have been quite rightly described as 
behaving like wild animals,” Judge Parry 
told them. 

The judge said although the truly serious 
injury was not directly caused by any of the 
defendants, they had to accept joint respon¬ 
sibility for the incident. 

“Victims were punched in their faces, 
some feared that people were dead. Glasses 
were broken and people thought they 
would be used as weapons.Females were 
kicked and people were left utterly shocked 
and frightened,” the judge said.

Call to get behind canal 
networks' restoration 


Enthusiasts are working 
to restore the area's 
network of lost canals. 
PflMKlMGSlEY reports 

THEY were the motorways 
and railways of their day - the 
only way to move everything 
from coal to cotton around the 
country cheaply and efficiently. 

But when the railways came, fol¬ 
lowed by the internal combustion 
engine, many of Britain’s canals 
were abandoned. 

Eventually they were drained, filled in 
and forgotten. Now the Canal & River 
Trust is calling on people in Shropshire 
and Mid Wales to get behind plans to re¬ 
store some of the county’s lost canals. 

The trust highlights 98 “lost” canals, 
including the Montgomery Canal, which 
ran from Welshpool to the Llangollen 
Canal; the Whitchurch arm of the Lla¬ 
ngollen Canal; Plas Kynaston Canal, 
which links the Llangollen Canal and 
the world famous Pontcysyllte Aque¬ 
duct; and the Shropshire Union Canal, 
between Shrewsbury, Newport and Nor- 
bury Junction, which was officially aban¬ 
doned in 1944. 

Precious 

Richard Parry, chief executive of the 
Canal & River Trust, said: “There are 
hundreds of miles of abandoned water¬ 
ways. Each played a role in making Brit¬ 
ain the world’s first industrial nation and 
many are being lovingly restored by dedi¬ 
cated volunteers.” 

“Sadly there are still too many miles 
of precious canal in need of restoration 
but the lesson from the canal restoration 
movement of the last 50 years shows just 
what can be achieved if enough people 
get behind an idea.”

More than 1,200 people have joined 
the Shrewsbury & Newport Canals 
Trust, which was formed in 2000 to 
bring the line back into use. 

Most of the route has been filled in. 
However, a small section in Newport 
could be back in water before too long, 
thanks to volunteers who have been 
working since January to dig out the 
locks long buried near the town’s by¬ 
pass. 

The project also involves bringing the 
canal, which opened in 1797, back into 
Shrewsbury as well as creating a visi¬ 
tor centre at the historic Wappenshall 
Wharf, just outside Telford. 

To the west of the county, the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal has been highlighted by 
the Canal & River Trust as “one of the 
most important canals in the country 
for nature”. 

The Montgomery Waterway Resto¬ 


ration Trust and British Waterways 
have been working to restore the canal, 
and last month refilled 450metres from 
Redwith Bridge to Pryces Bridge, near 
Llynclys, which had been derelict since 
1935. 

Project manager Mike Friend, said: 
“The significance of this added section 
is that it will advance the restoration of 
the next section of canal to Crickheath 
Wharf where boats will be able to turn 
round. Plans to restore the full length 
of the canal are still ongoing, and last 
year we received a £160,000 develop¬ 
ment grant from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund.” 

The canal runs for 33 miles between 
England and Wales, and the project 
aims to fully restore the canal and bring 
boats back into the area for the first 
time in 80 years. 

Although the main part of the Llan¬ 


gollen Canal has remained open thanks 
to its importance to the area’s tour¬ 
ism, parts of the original line of the 
Whitchurch arm have been built over. 

The Whitchurch Waterway Trust 
has been planning a new waterway for 
several years which will enable boats to 
enter the heart of the town. Some of the 
original canal has already been restored 
and the plans will extend this and reo¬ 
pen a canal basin within the town. 

Linked with the Llangollen Canal, 
the trust says Plas Kynaston Canal has 
“great restoration potential”. Volun¬ 
teers on the project are aiming to reopen 
half a mile of the canal and reconnect 
the village of Cefn Mawr to the inland 
waterway network. 

Mr Parry said: “Over 200 miles of ca¬ 
nals have been restored since the turn of 
the millennium. These restorations have 
brought prosperity to communities, 
boosted property prices and helped local 
people to lead active, healthy lifestyles. 

“We want more people to appreciate 
the importance of these historic canals 
and play their part in supporting and 
championing the heroic efforts of local 
canal restoration groups.” 

The Shropshire Union Canal runs 66 
miles from Ellesmere Port to Wolver¬ 
hampton and was completed in 1835. 

Branched 

It branched off at Norbury Junction, 
near Newport, through the town and 
ran all the way to Shrewsbury. 

But much of that route has been cov¬ 
ered over after the canal was officially 
abandoned in 1944. Since 2000 the 
Shrewsbury and Newport Canals Trust 
has been working to restore the line. 

Members are currently restoring a 
section of the canal at Meretown Locks 
in Newport. 

The Canal & River Trust has pub¬ 
lished an online map highlighting the 
country’s lost waterways.

Sometimes MPs have to take 
decisions when they are faced 
with pressure from conflicting 
principles. I write this column as 
I’m faced with just such a posi¬ 
tion. 

Today we are driving through 
the ‘Data Retention and Inves¬ 
tigatory Powers Bill.’It is a Gov¬ 
ernment bill that has caused 
concern to many of my constit¬ 
uents, who have emailed me to 
ask me to rebel. 

This is no surprise. I have my 
own concerns about the speed 
at which the Bill is being bull¬ 
dozed through. On one hand I 
instinctively oppose giving ‘Big 
Brother’ powers to Government 
agencies, but on the other hand 
our first duty as MPs is to protect 
the public from harm. 

I simply cannot vote in a way 
which may well put at risk the 
safety of the people I represent. 

I have never known a bill to 
be rushed through all the stages 
of the law making procedure in a 
single day before. Usually a bill 
takes months to go through the 
process. 

Better 

What has happened today is 
unheard of. I do think it would 
have been far better if this had 
been done before the last week 
before summer recess. 

The position is that without 
this legislation, the ability of law 
enforcement and intelligence 
agencies to detect crime and 
keep us safe would deteriorate 
seriously. 

The new law will not give any 
new powers or rights of access 
to information to Government 
and law enforcement agencies. 
It will simply ensure that com¬ 
munications data continues to 
be available, as it has been in the 
past, and currently is. 

Because it is such a sensitive 
issue, the Government has been 
prepared to go ahead only with 
the support of the other main 
parties including the Labour 
opposition. David Cameron, Ed 
Miliband and Nick Clegg all vot¬ 
ed for the Bill. 

While concerns about the rush 
in passing this Bill are under¬ 
standable, very few MPs were 
willing to strengthen the forces 
of evil that wish to inflict harm on 
our people.

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CAN I GET COMPENSATION FOR FALL ON SLIPPERY DECKING? 

Q: A few weeks ago I went to a local pub, entering across a decked area which was wet and extremely slippery following heavy rain. As I stepped onto 
the decking I slipped and heard a bone crack in my leg. My husband took me to hospital where they confirmed a break and put my leg in plaster. 
As I deliver parcels for a living I cannot currently work. Can I claim compensation from the pub owners? 

A: The decking may have been slippery because of the rain or because it had not been regularly washed down to clear any build-up of mould caused 
by the microorganisms that constantly float through the air. 

Whether it is a brewery, manager or pub tenant, someone will have a responsibility to regularly inspect all surfaces which are accessible by the public 
and to ensure that no serious risk of injury is posed? “ to see that the visitor will be reasonably safe in using the premises”. 

Photographs showing any mould and, if possible, confirmation from any eye witnesses as to the state of the decking the night you slipped on it will be 
useful in establishing whether there was a problem significant enough for someone to be held liable for your accident. 

As you work and have had to take time off work as a result of the injury, any loss of earnings would be part of any claim for compensation for your 
injuries. 

An issue in any claim is who is responsible for the upkeep of the pub. For example, is it owned by a brewery and managed? Whoever is the “ occupier” 
will be liable. They may say that maintenance or cleaning was entrusted to an independent contractor who could then be liable. 

You should contact your local personal injury solicitor who can help you through the claims process.

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Badger 
vaccine 
claim is 
wrong 

IN an article reporting the 
views of 19 vets about what 
they regard as a flawed 
badger cull, I’m quite sure 
that the comment by Owen 
Paterson that ‘there is not a 
vaccine that works on badg¬ 
ers’ was accurately reported 
and I’m also sure that it is 
untrue. 

The BCG vaccine has 
been, and still is, the cor¬ 
nerstone of controlling tu¬ 
berculosis in humans in this 
country and elsewhere in 
the world, notably in India, 
for which the British Gov¬ 
ernment is providing funds. 

A Government research 
establishment in Surrey has 
modified BCG for use on 
badgers by strengthening 
the dose, and another Gov¬ 
ernment facility in Glouces¬ 
tershire has carried out a 
three year trial to prove the 
vaccine is efficient. 

Both units are part of 
Defra, for which Mr Pat¬ 
erson is the Secretary of 
State, and a few days earlier 
one of his junior ministers, 
George Eustace, had been 
explaining the benefits of 
badger vaccination so there 
is ample information close 
to Mr Paterson that badger 
vaccination is worthwhile.

DOZENS of producers lined the 
streets of Oswestry to tempt thou¬ 
sands of visitors with their wares at 
the town’s eighth annual Food and 
Drink Festival. 

The free festival ran throughout Sat¬ 
urday and yesterday and proved another 
big success. 

Oswestry Mayor Councillor John Gareth got 
proceedings formally under way on Saturday 
by performing a ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
10am in Cross Street, outside the Toni & Guy 
hairdressers. 

By then the main streets in Oswestry Town 
Centre, including Cross Street, Bailey Street 
and New Street, were already lined with food 
and drink stalls. 

A Food Festival Fringe also took place out¬ 
side the main shopping area as TV chef Marcus 
Bean launched his pop-up restaurant at Schol¬ 
ars in Walford & North Shropshire College, 
Shrewsbury Road on Saturday. 

There was also beer tasting in the after¬ 
noons on both days at the Old Station and 
demonstrations of cookery, knife skills, bread 
making and Persian cuisine at specialist cook 
shop Upstairs Downstairs in Leg Street. 

The Oswestry Food and Drink Festival is or¬ 
ganised by a small band of townseople who aim 
to showcase the food and talent in and around 
Oswestry and the Borders while staging a fun 
day for all. 

Festival director John Waine is the direc¬ 
tor of The Best Of Oswestry which promotes 
businesses and events in and around Oswestry 
while chairman Yossi Glicksman is one of the 
town’s most respected and retailers. 

Mr Gliksman, owner of Upstairs Downstairs 
which staged the food demonstrations, said the 
festival had grown into one of the area’s major 
attractions and was a weekend to celebrate the 
best food and drink the area had to offer. 

“The focus is on local produce and we are 
proud that Oswestry is able to host such a 


great event,” he said. “You can only estimate 
how many more people it attracted to Oswestry 
over the two days but we reckon it must be be¬ 
tween 8,000 and 10,000.” 

Mr Waine said: “It’s probably the most 
chilled food festival on the planet with a great 
atmosphere and properly local. It has been 
absolutely magnificent, and we are attracting 
more and more people in from far and wide. 

“Why wouldn’t we be local when we have 
some of the best food and drink producers in 
the country on our doorstep? We are now in 


our eighth year and have become a firm fixture 
on Oswestry’s calendar. We can’t wait for next 
year. 

“It has been a magnificent weekend. The 
weather was wonderful, as it always seems to 
be for the festival and the atmosphere was tre¬ 
mendous.” 

“What was really noticeable was that there 
seems to be a lot of people from outside the 
area visiting the festival. Yes there were the 
local people, but there were also hundreds of 
visitors.” 


“I think that after eight years Oswestry food 
festival really is now established as a great 
place to be and people travelled from North 
Wales, Cheshire, Staffordshire, Shrewsbury 
and interestingly, Ludlow to visit.” 

“The general view was that people like that 
the food festival is in the streets and that you 
dont have to pay to get in. There is a continen¬ 
tal, promenade feeling about the event, its a 
great place to wander around, meeting people 
a good place to spend the weekend and take 
the kids.”

Dairy campaigners vow 
to co-operate with farmer 


Town crier’s 
visit to club

CAMPAIGNERS against a super dairy farm near Welshpool have ac¬ 
cepted that they can do nothing to stop the development and are 
now planning to “make the most of a bad situation”. 

Up to 60 people attended the meeting called by local action group CALFe at 
Leighton Village Hall last Thursday after an appeal against the dairy by the 
World Society for the Protection of Animals was dismissed last month. 

At the meeting members decided that as they now have no further legal challenges 

to pursue they will try to work with farmer 
Fraser Jones to get the best outcome for 
both sides. 

A spokeswoman for the group said: “We 
talked about it’s the end of the line for a 
legal challenge. We put the suggestion out 
that we have a group of volunteers to work 
with Powys County Council and Fraser to 
make sure we get the best for the village. 

“When the group is set up we want to 
involve Fraser and the council and have a 
meeting about working together. It would 
be great if he is willing to have a dialogue 
with us. 

“The whole village us disappointed about 
what happened. We’re now trying to stay 
together and try to make sure it’s done as 
well as it can be, and to make the most of a 
bad situation.” 

Mr Jones plans to build the 1,000-cow 
dairy at Lower Leighton Farm at Leighton, 
near Welshpool, following a six-year fight to 
get planning permission.Plans for the dairy 
include a large fodder storage unit, a huge 
water storage tower and two slurry silos. 

Mr Jones, 31, has said work will begin on 
the £3.5 million dairy “within weeks” and 
will take up to five years. The plan is ex¬ 
pected to create several jobs in construction 
and in the dairy once it’s up and running. 


MONTGOMERY town crier Sue Blower 
was guest speaker at Welshpool and District 
Visual Impaired Club. 

Sue, who recently received the Freeman 
of the town of Montgomery, arrived dressed 
in full regalia with a collection of bells and 
poems and gave an excellent account of the 
duties she performs in her role. 

She also told stories of her life as a nurse 
in America and then Africa where she 
nursed sick babies and entertained the au¬ 
dience by playing guitar and singing. 

The members wished Sue well in the 
World Championships for Town Criers to be 
held in August at Chester when she will be 
one of two criers to represent Wales. 

She is also organising a competition in 
Montgomery this month when town criers 
from across the country will compete for the 
Trefaldwyn Trophy.

Car seat 
safety 
checks 
on offer 

RESIDENTS in the Welsh¬ 
pool area who use a child car 
seat can have them checked 
out for free during August 
to ensure that they are fit¬ 
ted correctly. 

Powys County Council’s 
road safety unit checked 217 
child car seats during 2012- 
13 and found that 181 had 
faults, all of which were rec¬ 
tified by trained road safety 
officers. 

The vast majority of these 
faults found included wrong 
seatbelt routing, twisted 
belts or loose seats which 
may contribute to serious 
injuries in the event of a ve¬ 
hicle crash. 

A car seat clinic will be 
held on August 4 at Coed- 
y-Dinas, Welshpool, and no 
appointments are necessary. 

Councillor John Powell, 
cabinet member responsible 
for road safety, said: “Every 
year around 100,000 chil¬ 
dren in the UK are involved 
in collisions and the fitting 
of their car seat can have a 
serious impact on whether 
or not they are injured. 

“The road safety officers 
check the car seat to see if 
it is suitable for your child 
and if it is compatible with 
your vehicle. If the seat or 
the harness needs to be 
adjusted, our officers are 
trained to show parents or 
carers how to fit the seat 
correctly.”

£200,000 more invested in 
water supply repair work 


MORE than £200,000 will be spent on further 
improvements to Welshpool’s water system 
after a flurry of burst pipes and supply inter¬ 
ruptions. 

Severn Trent will carry out the improvements in 
Welshpool after the town’s water supply suffered 
numerous problems last year. 


It led to the company 
bringing forward work on 
Gungrog Road as there were 
interruptions to the supply 
to the hospital and local pri¬ 
mary school. 

The company is now re¬ 
turning to carry out the rest 
of the originally planned 
work on Gungrog Hill and 
Salop Road. 

The work will involve a 
series of road closures, but 
Severn Trent bosses say 
they will do their best to 
keep disruption down to a 
minimum. 

Severn Trent Water’s 
programme engineer, Dave 
Kiernan said: “We’d like 
to thank the residents of 
Welshpool for their patience 
while we completed the 
work in Gungrog Road - we 
hope they will be as patient 
with us this time too. 

“All of the bursts and sup¬ 
ply interruptions last year 
show exactly why we need 
to do this work. 

“We want to provide our

customers with a reliable 
water supply, and replacing 
these old and worn out pipes 
is absolutely necessary for 
us to do this. 

“This time we’re install¬ 
ing an extra two and a half 
kilometres of new pipes.” 

Mr Kiernan said the firm 
wanted to hear the public’s 
thoughts on the plans. 

He said: “We’re holding 
a customer drop in exhibi¬ 
tion on July 22 at Welsh¬ 
pool High School, Gungrog 
Hill, between 4pm and 7pm 
where our customers can 
meet the team and ask any 
questions they may have.” 

The first part of work 
starts in early August on 
Gungrog Hill and moves 
down the hill in 100 metre 
sections. This will take 
about two weeks and the 
road will need to be closed, 
along with some of the side 
roads and footpaths in the 
area. Diversions will be 
signposted. 


Castle labyrinth challenge offered

AM concerned 
over shake-up 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE Assembly Member 
Russell George says he is concerned there 
are no plans to have a dedicated farming 
and environment minister at the Welsh 
Government following the sacking of Alun 
Davies. 

Mr George said the lack of an agriculture 
minister may lead to a failure to effectively 
scrutinise farming issues. 

Mr Davies, who had the portfolio for nat¬ 
ural resources and food, was sacked for put¬ 
ting pressure on civil servants for private 
information about opposition AMs. 

Mr George, who is also the shadow min¬ 
ister for agriculture and natural resources, 
said that the actions of Mr Davies had been 
‘inexcusable’ and there was no possibility of 
him remaining in his job. 

Mr George said: “It is concerning that 
there will be no dedicated ministerial lead 
on agricultural and environment issues.” 


He said: “It was terrifying, I am certain it 
was a deliberate attack as the dog was not 
on a lead and I heard the command ‘go go’. 
It was like he was showing his friends what 
it could do. 

“Its owner was drinking alcohol with four 
other men in the car park at about 3pm on 
Sunday.” 

He added: “It was bouncing poor Stella on 
the ground like a rag doll. We were scream¬ 
ing at the men to help get the dog off but 
they just laughed. Eventually theyopened 
its jaws but it took two of them to pull it 
off Stella. We then had to take Stella for an 
emergency operation at the vets.” 

He added: “Over the past two days we 
have received the guy’s name and address 
and a lot of people have had a run-in with 
him so something needs to be done before 
another animal, or a small child, is seriously 
injured or worse.” 

Sian George, Dyfed-Powys Police spokes¬ 
woman, said: “At approximately 2.26pm on 
Sunday a report was received that a dog had 
attacked a puppy in Berriew Street, Welsh¬ 
pool. 

Anyone who witnessed the incident or 
has information is asked to contact police 
by calling 101.

PLANS for a 22-house estate in a village near Oswestry would turn it 
into a small town, civic leaders fear. 

Parish councillors in Gobowen have lodged their objections to the plans, al¬ 
though the final decision for the homes on land off Fernhill Lane will be taken 
by Shropshire Council. 

Gobowen Parish Council discussed the plans with Councillor Craig Emery saying he 
was concerned about whether the village needed another housing estate. 

Councillor Erica Morgan added that 
there were already a number of other ap¬ 
plications “in the pipeline” for the area. She 
said schemes which had been completed still 
had homes available. 

Councillor Morgan said: “I would not say 
people are queuing up to buy in this area. 

“I am just concerned that this is not a 
development we need at this time with the 
number of other developments we have at 
this present time.” 

Councillor Percy Cherrington said he was 
concerned about the wider effects so many 
developments were having on Shropshire’s 
villages. 

He said: “These are villages we are talk¬ 
ing about. The more houses we get built, 
they don’t remain villages, they become 
small towns. 

“We were given a number of houses to 
be built over five years and I think we have 
gone over that now” 

Councillors agreed to object to the plans 
and they also agreed to object to plans for 
the siting of a reception area and a warden’s 
accommodation at Bridleway Caravan Park 
in Gobowen. 

The owners say they want to expand the 
site to improve facilities for visitors.

A REVIEW of the use of CCTV across Mid Wales is to be 
carried out as police bosses work on new plans to prevent 
crime and anti-social behaviour. 


A TWO week trip with school 
students on a humanitarian mis¬ 
sion can hardly be described as 
a holiday but perhaps the word 
sabbatical might suffice, for me 
at least. 

On David Attenborough’s first ever 
visit to the African continent, he 
stepped out of the plane and walked 
over to the ramshackled airstrip’s ad¬ 
joining hedge...

Sunbirds whizzed from one 
to another, hovering in front of each to sip 
nectar, their chests flashing iridescent col¬ 
ours, green, purple and red. Among them 
I suddenly spotted, clinging to the branch 
but rigidly immobile, a bright green cha¬ 
meleon. As I took a step towards it to get 
a closer look, my foot trod on the grassy 
verge and the leaves, to my astonishment, 
suddenly hinged back to lie alongside the 
main stems. It was sensitive mimosa. All in 
all that little strip of ordinary hedge was 
a revelation of the glory and fecundity of 
tropical nature from which I have never 
recovered.” 

Diversity 

Anyone who is interested in the natural 
world will find themselves transported to 
a seemingly parallel universe of wondrous 
diversity and intrigue that surely can 
scarcely be truly intertwined with our own 
relatively dowdy lives in Britain. Such is 
the startlingly clear profusion and energy 
of life in the tropics. 

And so when I found myself in the happy 
position of helping out on a recent charity

expedition to Tanzania, it was with the con¬ 
fident expectedness of experiencing too the 
habits and curiosities of the zoological char¬ 
acters in an otherwise human landscape 
that excited all my senses. 

Wandering down a dusty path with my 
new friend, an endlessly happy and ener¬ 
getic young Tanzanian named Ibrahim, we 
came across a small, fat lizard. It was in¬ 
stantly recognisable as that most symbolic 
of all that is weird and wonderful with the 
equatorial zones of this planet, a chame¬ 
leon. Its grasping feet made up of a pair of 
two toes and its eyes independently swiv¬ 
elling on their extended conical bulges. Its 
tail coiled like a spring initially disguised 
the fact that its tongue was far more dy¬ 
namic. That is until we placed him upon a 
branch and positioned a bizarrely willing 
grasshopper a few inches away. The eyes 
now worked in perfect unison gauging with 
pinpoint accuracy the range of the insect. A 
slight opening of the mouth before BANG! 
a flash of pink and the grasshopper was 
plucked from its perch and inside his jaws. 

A great start to a truly memorable trip 
and confirmation for me that, irrespective 
of the wonder of Salopian wildlife, I too 
shall remain blissfully revelling in the glory 
and fecundity of tropical nature all my days.

Security specialists Instrom have won the contract 
to research CCTV provision across the whole of the Dy- 
fed-Powys Police force area. 

The work is being funded by Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Crime Commissioner Christopher Salmon and county 
councils. 

Mr Salmon said: “I want to offer a solution for CCTV 
across our region, as part of a wider strategy, play a role in 
keeping communities safe. 

“Down the years a number of public bodies - although 
they are not obliged to do so - have installed a variety of 
CCTV systems. 

Funding 

“The police have supported it, without funding, and now 
I’d like a coordinated approach across Dyfed-Powys - one 
that’s effective and efficient at a cost agreeable to all. 

“The research carried out by Instrom is the start of this 
process. 

“The team has extensive and I expect some innovative 
ideas. 

“My priorities include preventing crime, keeping vulner¬ 
able people safe and spending public money wisely; it will 
be interesting to see what part CCTV could play. 

“Other than county councils, some town and community 
councils, businesses and others also have a stake in CCTV 
so we’ll ensure their needs are considered in this research.” 

Instrom founder and principal consultant Ken Gra¬ 
ham said: “We’re delighted to have the chance to help Mr 
Salmon prevent and tackle crime and antisocial behaviour. 

“As many local councils reduce CCTV funding due to 
pressure on the public purse, our research will look at ev¬ 
idence of CCTV effectiveness in Dyfed-Powys and the po¬ 
tential for new technology to reduce crime. 

“It will explore opportunities for more flexible monitor¬ 
ing and options for greater consistency and flexibility.” 

Instrom’s research, due to produce a report this autumn, 
is supported by Chief Constable Simon Prince.

MAYBE it’s down to our ever-ex¬ 
panding waistlines, but it seems 
that over the past few years, Brit¬ 
ain has become obsessed with so- 
called superfoods. 

Whether its blueberries and their sup¬ 
posed fat-burning qualities, or kale and 
its purported cholesterol-lowering pow¬ 
ers, Britain is hooked on them. 

But not quite as famous amongst foodies is 
a grain crop that has made its way into our

supermarkets from South America: Quinoa. 

The crop is packed full of protein and has all 
the amino acids you could ever want. In fact 
it’s so super, one Shropshire farmer has de¬ 
cided to grow the ancient grain here. Stephen 
Jones, a 27-year-old Harper Adams graduate 
from Ellesmere, became hooked on the idea 
that quinoa could have a growing appetite 
within the UK. 

“I’m a vegetarian, and I began looking for

something to give me more protein in my 
diet,” he said. “I was reading a news article 
on quinoa and thought I’d give it a try, and 
when I enjoyed it I wondered if I would be able 
to grow it.” 

In 2006, Mr Jones decided to have a go at 
becoming the first person to grow the stuff on 
a small plot on his family farm. 

“Sales have sky-rocketed over the past cou¬ 
ple of years mainly down to people being inter¬ 
ested on healthy eating.” 

While he didn’t strike gold to begin with - 
in fact it’s taken eight years to perfect - he’s 


even honed in on the new craze of buying Brit¬ 
ish. Mr Jones owns the exclusive commercial 
rights to growing four UK strains of the grain 
which could be selling in supermarkets across 
the country before long. He said: “It’s a good 
situation to be in, to be able to offer something 
with great health benefits that is also British.” 

But it hasn’t all been plain sailing. He ex¬ 
plained: “The main difficulty was finding the 
right kind of quinoa to grow. Some of them 
didn’t mature properly and it was hard finding 
the right ones. 

“We started off on a very small plot of land 


hand sowing the seeds and growing them that 
way. 

“Then I was able to get my hands on some 
strains that could develop in the UK, and 
we’ve been going from there.” 

Mr Jones thinks he’s now got the secret just 
right and is set to grow 100 tonnes in this year 
alone, harvesting 120 acres in September. His 
family business, The British Quinoa Company, 
has been working with farmers across the 
country who have also been trying to grow the 
crops. He added: “We want to make products 
like quinoa flour.”

ONE time powerhouse of Europe, Slovan Bratislava have suffered 
leaner times in recent times - but The New Saints were under no 
illusions of the size of the task when the sides came face-to-face 
this week. 


Slovan have a proud name synonymous with European football in the past, and remain 
the only Slovakian club to win one of the European cup competitions when defeating 
Barcelona in the Cup Winners’ Cup in Basel in 1969.

The club also supplied seven players to the victorious UEFA Euro 1976 Czechoslovak 
team as they thrived in that decade under Dr Jozef Venglos who later went on to become 
a shock managerial appoint¬ 
ment, first with Aston Villa, 
then at Celtic. 

But, since the club’s gold¬ 
en days, the former Czech¬ 
oslovakian club, situated 
near the Danube river, have 
struggled to live up to their 
illustrious past. 

Recent European perfor¬ 
mances have not been as 
impressive, losing 4-2 on 
aggregate to Ludogorets 
Razgrad of Bulgaria in last 
season’s Champions League 
and on away goals to Hun¬ 
garian outfit Videoton in the 
previous season’s Europa 
League. 

They reached the Eu¬ 
ropa League group stage in 
2011/12 after beating Roma 
in the play-off round, but 
gained just one point from a 
tough group against Athlet¬ 
ic Bilbao, Red Bull Salzburg 
and PSG. 

But Saints boss Craig 
Harrison was certainly not 
be underestimating his 
side’s opponents before they 
did battle in the Champions 
League second qualifying 
round. 

“In the Champions 
League, we know there are 
good teams. It’s going to be 
tough over there, but we 
feel we’ve got a chance,” he 
said. 


“We gave a really good 
account of ourselves when 
we played Legia Warsaw 
last season, and we don’t 
expect Slovan Bratislava to 
be quite as strong, but you 
never know. 

“Having said that, they 
are very ambitious, have 
made some big signings and 
have plans for an all-seater 
22,000 stadium, so it shows 
the calibre of the team that 
we’re up against. 

“They have got a lot of 
experience of European 
football, have won the Eu¬ 
ropean Cup Winners’ Cup 
in the past, and we will re¬ 
spect them.” 

Slovan Bratislava are 
known for their passion¬ 
ate fans, a factor that the 
Saints were wary of when 
they headed to Slovakia for 
the first leg. 

Founded 95 years ago, 
Slovan ply their trade in the 
Slovak Super Liga where 
they are managed by Fran- 


tisek Straka, and enjoyed 
a 1-0 win over Kosice to 
lift the Super Cup in their 
first action of the season 
last weekend. They are cap¬ 
tained by midfielder Igor 
Zofcak, a Slovakian interna¬ 
tional. 

Despite no longer the big 
name of Europe, Slovan 
have emerged the most 
successful team in Slovakia 
with the most titles in both 
domestic league and cup. 

After providing a host 
of players for the success¬ 
ful Czechoslovakian team, 
Slovan’s fortunes declined 
in the late 70s and they 
were relegated from the 
highest level of competition 
in 1985 to step down to the 
Slovakian National League. 

After three seasons spent 
in that league, Slovan 
bounced back to the top 
flight and topped the league 
under the leadership of 
coaches Jan Zachar and 
Jozef Jankech, who later 
coached the Slovak national 
team.

the 2010-11 season.

A STAR-studded Wolverhampton side 
heads to Oswestry on Saturday as the Mor- 
da Road hosts looks to take another step 
up away from basement danger in the Bir¬ 
mingham Cricket League division one (12 
noon).

Historic 
charity 
event 
turns 40 

A LONG-running and 
popular local charity foot¬ 
ball tournament based in 
Gobowen marks its 40th 
year when this summer’s 
competition kicks off on 
Sunday. 

The Graham Edwards 
Memorial Trophy is named 
in memory of a promis¬ 
ing young footballer from 
Gobowen who sadly died of 
leukaemia aged just 21 in 
1974. The tournament was 
set up the following year. 

It is one of the longest 
running charity tourna¬ 
ments in the country. Sons 
and even grandsons of play¬ 
ers who featured in the first 
tournament 40 years ago 
have played in the tourna¬ 
ment in recent years. 

Some 16 teams compete 
for the impressive trophy, 
all by invitation, and the 
tournament is played as a 
straight knockout during 
late July and early August 
before concluding with the 
grand final on Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 10. 

Although the ultimate 
aim is raising money for 
charity, it is officially rec¬ 
ognised by the Shropshire 
FA and, with pride at stake, 
is used by clubs as a good 
guide to their pre-season 
build-up in local leagues,. 

The tournament has been 
played at the Venue in Park 
Hall since 2007, but is now 
returning to the Gobowen 
Playing Field. 

Well-known names that 
have presented the winners’ 
trophy in the past include 
former England striker 
Gary Lineker and ex-Wolves 
and England forward Steve 
Bull. 

All the money raised 
goes to Leukaemia re¬ 
search. Over the years some 
£100,000 has been raised.
